28 . entitle the occupier to the mumcipal or parliamentary franchise, 
the collector of poor rate or other person whose duty it is to 
collect such rate shall on or before the twentieth day of June, unless 
such rate has been previously paid, give or cause to be given to the 
occupier notice of such nonpayment by delivery of a demand note 40 
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in the form in the schedule to this Act annexed. The demand note A/D. 1S79. 
shall be deemed to be duly given if delivered to the occupier or ‘ 
lessee or to some person at the premises in respect of which the rate 
is payable. Any collector or other person who shall negligently or 
5 wilfully omit to give such demand note shall be deemed guilty of a 
breach of duty in the execution of this Act. 

6. Erorn and after the passing of this Act so much of the sixty- 12&13 Vict, 
third section of an Act passed in the session of Parliament held repealed 63 ’ 
in the twelfth and thirteenth years of Her present Majesty, entitled 

10 “ An Act to provide for the collection of rates in the city of Dublin,” 
as is now in force shall be and the same is hereby repealed, but 
such repeal shall not in any manner affect the provisions of any 
other statute generally in force in Ireland in relation to the rating 
of premises let in separate apartments, but all such statutes shall 
15 be applicable to the city of Dublin in the same manner as if the 
section hereby repealed had never been included in said Act. 

7. This Act and the Representation of the People (Ireland) Acts to be 
Act, 1868, and the Act passed in the fourth year of the reign of 

Her Majesty, entitled “An Act for the regulation of municipal 
20 corporations in Ireland,” and any Acts amending the same or either 
of them, shall be read together as one Act, but nothing in this Act 
contained shall be construed to lower the rating qualification now 
by law constituted for any franchise whatsoever. 

8. The words “town corporate” in this Act shall mean and interpvetu- 
25 include any city, town, or borough in which a municipal corporation tlon - 

now exists or shall hereafter exist pursuant to the provisions of the 
statute passed in the fourth year of the reign of Her Majesty, 
entitled “ An Act for the regulation of municipal corporations in 
Ireland.”

Poem of Demand of Rates. 

SlR, 

I hereby demand from you payment of the sum of £, 5 

being the amount of poor rate due and payable in respect of the premises you 
occupy since the [ day on which rate became due~\. 

If you do not pay this amount to me or my office before the twentieth day of 
July you will be deprived of your right to vote and to be registered as a voter 
for [name the city, town, or borough ]. 10 

If your landlord, under any contract between you and him, is bound to pay 
this rate you are at liberty to pay it to me and deduct the amount from your 
next payment of rent. My receipt must in such case be accepted by him as a 
discharge of so much of your rent.
